CARE OF MEASLES, RIGHT OF APPEAL 


Attention of Parents Drawn to| Cities Notified By Attorney Gen- 


Statement Issued by Board of 
Health 


The following information aaa 
from the City Board of Health re- 
garding Measies which is now 
epidemic, is given in order that the 
public may have a proper § under- 
Standing of the disease as well as the 
law pertaining thereto. The quaran- 
tine imposed is a modified quaran- 
tine which implies that only the per- 
gon affected in the premises under 
quarantine is subject to restriction, 
except that children who have not yet 
had the disease are debarred from 
B0ing to school. 

Measies is a very highly communi- 
cable disease. The symptoms of the 
Onset are those of an ordinary cold 
with fever and at the end of three 
or four days nausea and headach.. 
While fever is still present. bluish 
white spots appear about the size of A 
pinhead and encircled by a reddish 
rim appear on the inside of the cheek 
About the fourth or fifth day an 
eruption begins to appear on the fore- 
head and later spreads over the face 
and body. 

This varies greatly from a very 
mild illness to a very severe one, but 
e mifid case in one may give rise to 
very severe ones in others. 


Children under five years of age 
@re the most seriously affected. A 
ehild under the age of 5. and more 


especially under the age of 2, ts the 
most likely to become seriously ifi. 
More chiléren under the age of 2 di» 
from measles than from any cther 
disease 
After the age of 5 the GCanger [s 
not «0 great and a child of 18 is muc: 
less likely to be seriously if. Cons>+- 
quentiy it is of the utmost import- 
ance to delay exposure to the disease 
a@s long as possible 
Even when a child has apparentiy 
recovered from measles complications 
may arise. The chief ones are pneu- 
monia and a tendency to tuberculosis 
later on 
The discharges of the nose, eyes 
and ears are highly infectious and in- 
fections from these are believed to 
cause the disease even a few days be- 
fore the eruption appears on the face. 
Dimicult of Control 
The fact that the disease is so ir- 
fectious before the rash appears, 
makes it difficult or impossible to 
control ead so long as pupils 
attend school who have not already 
had the disease. These are almost cer-

A proposal wae then made to en-

Michsel Collins, who received the 
most enthusiastic reception of any 
meaker, during the day, opposed this. 
He eaid he favored the fullest dis- 
tusion, ‘Mhe proposal was defeated 
simost mnanimously. 

De Valera 

At one o'clock this afternoon the 
main resolution introduced by Mr. De 
Valera, reaffirming the republican po- 
sition, was reached for consideration 
Mr. De Valera, speaking in support of 
his resciution, said the press had not 
tiven fair play and he asked for open 
minds. Different views were held as 
to whether or not the London treaty 
Was in accordance with the constitu: 
“tion, he said. On a jiteral reading of 
the document, it ¢ertainly was against 
the constitution, which demanded Pe- 
tognition of the “Irish Republic,” but 
they could change the conetitution by 
a two-thirds majority. He wanted to 
be fair, henca instead of a resolution 
which demanded a two-thirds mafori- 
ty, hig resolution left them free. Ho 
paid he believed it would have been 
better had the dail efreann, like the 
United States, senote , required the 
sanction of more than a bare major- 
Itty. He had faith in the Irish nation 
and no matter what wus done today 
Ireland would be free, (Prolonged 
cheering), 

Basis cf Organisation 

The organisation was based, he 
paid, on the contract of association be- 
tween two forces, one believing the 
republican idea to be essential to In- 
flefendence and the other willing to 
accept another form of government. 
But the aim of the organisation was 
the securing of internationai recog- 
nition of Ireland as an independent 
republic and there was.a secon’ clause 
providing that when Ireland was free 
to decide without any threat of ter- 
tible war, Ireland might, if it chose, 
decide in favor of monarchy. 

Mr. De Valera asked who could 
blame them for dividing on great 
principles. They were all brothers, 
but he could not follow a brother ina 
wrong course. He e#aid Mr. Griffith 
and he were old colleagues and knew 
tach cther, and no power of Eng- 
land could divide them. (Loud cheers). 
Yet, if the Ard Fheis gave him a ma- 
jority, he would be glad of the tri- 
umph over his brother, because it was 
no personal triumph. 

Mr. De Valera said Treland could 
have material benefits like Scotland, 
but she would never acknowledge 
England's right. Ireland had never 
accepted, as a nation, British rule. 
"Do not now give to any British mon- 
arch a democratic title here in Ire- 
land,” he shouted. 

Threatened With War 

He eaid the Irish were threatened 
with immediate terrible war, but he 
would rather see Ireland flooded with 
British troops than to assent to an iIr- 
revocable act which gave.them the 
right to be there. It was the ele- 
ment of acquiescence contained in 
the treaty that made it impossible for 
him to accept. 

He declared even this assembly 
could not dis-establish the “republic,” 
which could only be dis-established 
by a vote of the Irish people similar 
to the vote which established it, It 
was said’ that the organisation Was 
hound to support the dail, he contin- 
ued, but the dail’e reach of its con- 
tract with the people was not its le- 
gitimate function, and the Ard Fheis 
was not bound to support it. He ap- 
pealed to them not to be misled by a 
comparison between his document 
number two and treaty. That was 
the orectic sophistry and dust-throw- 
ing. The only issue, he said, was were 
they going to surrender self-determ-
